Sir RoB^r 
received the sentence with the ut- 
most composure, smiling at friends 
in the court room.

Sir Roger Casement, chief in the 
Sinn Peln revolt in Ireland, on 
Monday faced trial for his life on 
a charRe of liigh treason In the 
High Court of Justice in lyondon. 
Cp to the very moment of the 
oponlnK of the trial no indication 
was given by liis counsel as to 
what would t)e the nalure of the 
accused iriati's defense. Francis R. 
Ooyle. i)f I'hiladelphla, Who has 
fteen reUlned by Casement's fam- 
ily, refused to say anything beyond 
denying a report that his client 
would throw himseK on the mercy 
o( the OoTemment. 

At 10: to o'eloek a clerk in the 
court o( the Lord Chief Justice 
called out: "The King versus Sir 
Rqmi; Casement," and the trial of 
tuS^nlgbt who Is accused of hav- 
ing Instituted the Irish rebellion 
was under way. Sir Roper bowed 
to the Justices and the Chief Jus- 
tice returned the salutation with

It was published by 
newapapers in America, I think or- 
iginating in this eonntry, and I 
cabled to America instructing my 
Ameriean lawyer. Mr. Doyle, to pro- 
ceed against those papers for libel. 
Those who know me know the in- 
credibility of this malicious inven- 
tion, for they know from all iny 
past records that I have never sold 
myself to any man or any (govern- 
ment and have never allowed any 
Government to use me. From the 
first moment that I landed on the 
continent until I came home again 
to Ireland I never naked or reoeived 
a single penny o( fonlga money, 
either for myaeU or (or aay Irish 
cause or (or aay pnrpoeea whatao- 
pver." 

Iiiimcdiately after the prisoner 
bad finished speaking .Sergt. Sulli- 
van rose and began an eloquent ad- 
dress in summing up. The attorney 
said the charge against Sir Roger 
was that he had aided Germany 
during the war. He declared that 
Sir Roger was recruiting men for 
service in Ireland after the Euro- 
pean war had ended and that there 
was no Idea of giving aid to Ger- 
many. Sir Roger, he said, never 
hart asked Irishmen to fight for 
(II I many and not one atom of aid 
had been rendered to Germany. 
Sergt. Sullivan asserted the plan 
was that an Irish brigade was to 
be quartered in Germany until a(ter 
the war. 1( Oetmany was success- 
ful the brigade was to proceed to 
Ireland to strike a blow for home 
rule. If Oermany lost the brigade 
was to be teat to America. 

Wednesday's session of the trial 
was brought to a sud<len and 
dramatic close. While summing up 
for the defense Mr. Sullivan col- 
lapsed as he was in the midst of 
an impassioned appeal, and the 
court adjourned until Thursday 
morning. .

• Dramatic developments took place 
at Wednesday's session of the trial 
of Sir Roger Casement for high 
treason. Chief among these was a 
statement In his own defense, which 
Sir Roger made from the dock. Sir 
Roger said: 

"Money waa offered to me in 
Oermany more than onoe, and 
offered liberally and uneonditionally, 
but I rejected every suggestion of 
the kind and I left Germany a 
poorer man than when I entered it. 
Money I could always obtain from 
my owyi countrymen, and I am not 
ashamed here to acknowledge the 
debt of gratitude I owe to many an 
Irish friend and sympathizer who 
did freely and gladly help me 
when I waa on the continent. I 
tnut I have made the sUtement 
dearly and emphatically enough (or 
all men, even my' bitterest enemies, 
to comprehend — that a man who 
In the newspapers is 'just another 
Irish traitor' may be a gentleman. 
The Attorney General of England 
thought it coualstent with the tradi- 
tions of which he is the public rep- 
resentative to make a thinly veiled 
allusion in his opening address to 
the rising in Ireland o( which he 
brought forward no evidence in th^ 
ease (rom first to last, and (rom 
which therefore you and I, gentle- 
men, aa laymen would have sup- 
poaed that he would scrupulously 
refrain from mentioning. Since the 
rising has been mentioned, however, 
I mtist say categorically that the 
rebellion was not made in Germany, 
that It was not directed (rom Oer- 
many, that it was not Inaplred from 
Oermany, and that not one penny of

"Gentlemen, I have touched on 
these personal matters, because I 
intended as they were to reflect on 
my honor, they were calculated to 
tarnish the cause 1 hold so dear." 

As Sir Roger made the declara- 
tion that he never had accepted 
German gold his voice trembled 
with emotion and he leaned toward 
the Jury as though supplicating the 
lurora to believe his statement. 

"As to my pension and the honor 
of knighthood conferred upon me I 
shall say one word only. The pen- 
sion I had earned by service ren- 
dered and it was assigned by law. The 
knighthood it was not in my power 
to refuse. But there are in espe- 
cial four misstatements given In the 
evidence againat me, which I must 
refute. First, I never at any time 
advised Irishmen to flght with the 
Turks against the Russians or to

March- 
ing through the blinding rain, put- 
ting up with the discomiorts of 
crowded hotels at enormous ex- 
pense, while Roosevelt was planning 
to desert them, is a picture that 
they win not easily forget and no 
glossing over by the hired orators 
will convince them otherwise than 
that Teddy played them for suckers 
and each individual believes that 
he played the chief sucker role. 

From different parts of the coun- 
try comes the statement that this 
and that body of Progressives will 
not follow Roosevelt's dictation as 
to the support of Hughes, and then 
again many of the Republican lead- 
eis are beginning to believe that 
the Republican nominee is not of 
the type that will stir up en- 
thusiasm. His nomination was not 
popular with the convention dele- 
gates, writers and political critics 
agreeing that the announcement of 
his victory received the coldest re- 
ception In convention history. The 
statements he has Issued thus far 
in regard to Americanism and pre- 
paredness are of the stereotyped 
kind and do not have the true pa- 
triotic ring to them. It remains 
to see if the great American people 
will vote for a man of the cold 
sphinx-like type; it is a certainty 
that they will hardly inconvenience 
themselves to hear his addresses, as 
the announcement of a speech by the 
Reptiblican nominee In any town or 
vicinity in the country Just now 
woulil not bring together the en- 
ttiusiastic gatherings that are char- 
acteristic of political campaigns. 
Wilaon will prove the most popular 
figure of the two, and If it hadn't 
been for his anti-German policy and 
mistaken policy in Mexico it would 
not be hard to predict the outcome. 
As it is there is a doubt. 

Here In Louisville the situation 
from the Republican-Progressive 
standpoint is pretty muddled.

A Nationalist convention of 
representatives from the six coun- 
ties of I'lster whicli would be ex- 
cluded from the opi'ration of home 
rule for the period of the war un 
der the plan of David Lloyd-George 
met at Belfast on Friday and by a 
vote of 476 to 26S accepted Lloyd- 
Osorge's scheme. John Redniond, 
Nationalist leader, and Joaeph Dev- 
lin thus sfeured no narrow mar- 
1 triumph, but virtually a two- 
's majority vote. This striking 
vt^te on the psft of the Nationalists 
from counties especially affected by 
home rule means that a settlement 
of the situation virtually is In 
sight, as the Clster I'nlonists al- 
ready have accepted Lloyd-George's 
plan.

The church Is the balance wheel 
of human progress. Her quiet self- 
poBse-.sinn in the midst of great 
popul.n claiiioi foi extreme reform 
has become proverbial. Calmly she 
points out the error and the danger 
in the radical demand of any par- 
ticular place or period and at the 
same time recognises its element of 
truth. Her own programme she 
can always show baa long ago an< 
ticipated the need and provided for 
it. The widespread eugenic move- 
ment for the regulation of the niar- 
itnl relationship was a recent and 
interesting evidence of this old 
story. All of a sudden certain 
sdentific gentleqien had s,wakened 
to the fact that all mahiages iMere' 
not prddnctlve of 'healthy or de- 
sirable offspring, and legislation of 
the extremeat tyipe proposed as 
the great remedy, iTic State was to 
decide a>; to who should be married 
and uii > siioiild not, aUd a com- 
pulsory physical examination was 
demanded for those about to enter 
upon the state of matrimony. 

Catholic thought could not agree 
with Such a proposal. It pointed to 
the fact that the church bad always 
recognized that there were certain 
marriages which, because of the 
evil results to health and morals of 
the offspring, were prohibited by 
the natural law. Their pnventlou 
was to be the work of moral re- 
straint and education among the 
people rathei than by arbitral^ ac- 
tion of the State. As a laOT re- 
course the State might indeed and 
should impose certain restrictive 
regulations for the common good, 
but these must not go too far. The 
chnrch itself, through Its century- 
old battle against vice, had been 
gentc force In 
.did. JBot, at , 
advocating 

the panacea-legislation. The church 
had for another time clearly out- 
lived its "medieval" usefulness. 
Alas for Iheni, the pendulum is 
swinging back again at this very 
early day. In the Survey of Jane 
8, a very iastraetlve article by Dr. 
Adolph Meyer, of John Hopkins 
University, vindicates the Catholic 
view. Dr. Meyer, It is well to note, 
is hailed by that Journal as "one 
of our greatest psychiatrists." Very 
emphatically does he declare that 
"the condition from heredity study 
can not be codified In the form of 
legislation. A careful student of 
the literature and of the facts of 
eugenics realises the complexity of 
the problem and the reason why 
we should be cautious about push- 
ing everything to the point of legis- 
lative enactment." Even many of 
those of a so-called tainted strain 
ran marry If proper care be exer- 
cised in the choice of a partner. 
Education is indeed needed and the 
prQveutlon of undesirable matings. 
There is a sane remedy for this, 
however. "The first help," he says, 
"is proteetion of the foolish against 
playing with the holiest of all 
sacraments — marriage." He points 
to the regulations In force In Swit- 
zerland, that "no marriage license 
Is valid that has not been posted 
for three weeks by the civil authori- 
ties and published in the newspa- 
pers." It is this which he recom- 
mends for tl,' r,,,;ntry. "Runsway 
matches anu marrying parsons," he 
says, "have no place uader saeh 
conditions." 

Here we have a strong, unquali- 
fied endorsement o( the stand which 
the church has taken. Long ago 
did she throw this suggested safe- 
guard around marriage In the pub- 
lication of the banns, lliiee su< ces- 
sive Sundays before the ceremony. 
Among the so-called "bleeders" 
of a mountain village in 
Switzerland do we see a whole 
section of the people under 
the influence o( Catholic thought 
stamping out the disease with which 
they were afflicted — not by legis- 
lation — but by a voluntary vow o( 
chastity. That Is the way she has 
proceeded— by education and per- 
suasion among the people. And 
when the doctor adds that he does 
not on the other band wish to en- 
courage "intentionally childless 
marriage," but that this problem 
should be met by a "greater meas- 
ure o( economic security among sll 
classes." he again voices the atti- 
tude of the church on this subject. 
Certainly it is instructive to see one 
of such prominence in his science
